WORK WHICH MUST BE 
DONE AT ONCE. 


ERHAPS, in the Garden, Fve may have 
achieved results without the care, apples 
without the pruning, that we present- 

day women have to bestow on our gardens ; 
bat the garden has always been essentially 
woman's kingdom, Woman demands vegetables 
for her menus, and realises their importance 
for health more every day; she wants fruit 
for Prseerving and jelly for store cupboards, 
and, finally, ther t be flowers to satisfy 
the natura fon A for Fáin born in every 
child, to starve so often in the unnatural 
surroundings o modern civilisation. 

Now Spring is here, and practical woman 
has no time fo lose. There is plenty of scope 
for her energy. Digging and manuring, if not 
done already, must be pushed on, and early 
sowings a pees, beans, spinach, parsnips, and 
carrots made. Pilot is a good early pea, likes 
manured ground, a warm border, and should 
be sown in rows. With all peas the distance 
between the rows should correspond to the 
height of the peas when full grown, which the 

sman will tell you. A good plan, how ever, 

is to grow me row of spinach between the drills. 
B refer good, heavy soil that has 
been nn a by old decayed matter from a 
compost heap, and are so less liable to fly. 
Sage bean rows should be two feet apart; a 
double drill, with a twin row of seeds six 
inches apart, needs three feet from the next 
one. Parsnips and carrots prefer ground that 
has been manured for some previous crop, and 
make good successors to celery.

THE LETTING OF 
AUCTIONEERS AND CASH 
PAYMENTS. 


Mr. Justice Pim delivered judgment yester- 
day in the action heard by anáil without 
a jury, in which the plaintiff, Mrs. Lizzie J. 
Boothman, of Tuppersfield, Blessington, Co. 
Wicklow, sued the defendant, Mr Patrick 
Byrne, of Baltiboys, Blessington, to recover 
£77 7s. 6d., balance due on grazing lettings 
made by Mr: John Metcalfe, auctioneer, on 
behalf of the plaintiff, of 15 Irish acres of the 
raed s lands of Burgage More, in County 

icklow, at £6 108. per acre, for eleven 
months from the 1st April. 1921, to the Ist 
March, 

Mr, Justice Pim said that the plaintiff was 
the owner of . farm of 70 acres close to Bless- 
ington, which she had been in the habit of 
letting each vear to he brother-in-law. In 
March, 1921, net being able that yea: to tet 
them as usual) to her brother-in-law, she asked 
Mr. John Metcalfe, auctioneer in Naas and 
Lemondstown, to let the lands by auction. 
The auction proved abortive. After the 
auction the auctioneer succeeded in letting 
15 acres to the defendant at £6: 10s. an acre. 
The auctioneer had received authoritv from 
her to let by private treaty. The deposit 
amounted to £20 2s. 6d. After some diffi- 
culty the plaintiff was paid that amount by 
auctioneer. The auctioneer took a bil! for 
the balance of the amount due from the de 
fendant. The bill was discounted in the 
Munster and Leinster Bank oi the 17th April, 
1921, by the auctioneer, who put thí money 
n his pocket. He afterwards became bant. 
rupt. When the bill became due in the hands 
of the bank the y ealled upon the defendant for 
payment, and it war duly met by him. The 
plaintiff now claimed the amount of the bill. 
£77 7s. 6d. from the defendant on the ground 
that the anctioneer had no authority to receive 
payment the purchase than 
in cash, 

His Lordship held that an arnctioneer conld 
not, without authority from his client, take 
payment otherwise than in cash, and if he took 
a bill of exchange and afterwards’ did not pay 
the vendor, the purchaser war not discharged. 
In the result the plaintiff was, in his opinion, 
entitled to what she claimed as against the 
defendant, and there must be judgment ee- 
cordingly. It was with some regret that he 
had come to this decision, for the defendant 
had, in his opinion, acted honestly and rightly

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| The League of Nations. 

One of the most interesting features of 
| the debate on the Address in the Imperial 
Parliament is the revival of enthusiasm 
for the League of Nations. When the 
League was started four years ago the 
world received its covenant with joy. 
“No more war’’ was the slogan of the 
optimists, and for a brief season mankind 
basked itself in the sunshine of a beauti- 
ful illusion ; but the awakening came very 
soon. President Wilson returned to the 
United States from Paris in the firm 
belief that he had inaugurated a new era 
in human affairs. He had succeeded 
where Alexander I. of Russia had failed. 
The idea of a Holy Alliance had been re- 
placed by that of a great democratic 
League of Nations, which henceforward 
would act as the supreme arbiter of world 
affairs, and would banish for all times the 
horrors and perils of war. The American 
people, unfortunately, did not share the 
missionary zeal of their President, and 
ridiculed his proposal. Immediately the 
enthusiasm of Europe began to wane, 
and the belligerent. nations discovered 
suddenly that they had made a mistake. 
The League, they announced, was really 
only, a subterfuge on the part of the 
British Empire to secure the virtual 
hegemony of the world; and, one by one, 
France, Italy, and the rest of them, while 
retaining their nominal membership of 
the League, returned to the old paths of 
pre-war diplomacy. The League was a 
failure from the very outset. But for a 
few enthusiasts like Earl Balfour and one 
or two of the Scandinavians, it would have 
collapsed long ago. By sheer 
ence they have kept it alive during the 
past four years, giving it now this and 
now that minor problem to settle, while 
the really important issues have been left 


persist- 


with disastrous results to the Supreme 
Council of the Allies. 

The Supreme Council was al] very well 
while it lasted; but now, unfortunately— 
or fortunately, as some will say—it has 
ceased to exist. The decision of the 
French Government to fly in the face of 
British public opinion and to invade the 
Ruhr Valley robbed the Entente 
Cordiale of all practical value the 
time being, and a conference between M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Bonar 
the presence of the Italian Premier, could 
not possibly lead to any useful result. 
Realising the dangers oi the present state 
of deadlock, therefore, the Liberal Party 
in the House of Commons, supported by 
the Labour members, has proposed that 
the whole question of the French and the 
Rubr be referred the League 
Nations. In this moribund organisation, 
which has been ridiculed by all parties 
and supported none, the 
politicians are beginning at last to see the 
deus cx machina which can break the 
deadlock the Ruhr.

There is no other way; but 
before the League can hope to do any 
good its whole constitution must be 
altered. At present the Council consists 
of Earl Balfour, a few cynical Europeans 
and a rabble of delegates from places like 
Spain and the Argentine. Doubtless many 
of these delegates are brilliant men, but 
in the valgar idiom of the Bowery they 
“cut no ice” in international affairs. 
Three great nations—the United States of 
America, Germany, and Russia—are out- 
side the League altogether, while some 
of the smaller States have withdrawn 
from its membership in sheer disgust. 
The establishment of the League as a vital 
force in the world ought to be the first 
care of every responsible statesman in 
Europe to-day... To that end Germany and 
Russia ought to be adn.tted to full 
‘membership at the earliest moment, while 
afterw.rds a combined appeal from the 
League itself ought to be sent to the 
United States. We are convinced ‘that 
the American people, if they should see 
that: Europe was im earnest about the 
League, would hasten to join it for the 
benefit of mankind, and then something 
could be done. kn the meanwhile, how- 
ever, France will continue her adventure 
in Germany despite the protests of Mr. 
Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George. If a 
strong League had been in existence the 
invasion of the Ruhr Valley would have 
been impossible. The men who are re- 
sponsible for its weakness must bear the 
blame for our present discontents.

A Canadian Probiem. 


The Canadian Government is perturbed 
by the rate at which its young citizens, 
especially skilled artisans, are migrating 
to the United States. Exact figures are 
nat available, but one authority says that 
during the last year at least 100,000 
persons have crossed the border and that 
the movement has not yet reached its 
peak. This may be the estimate of a 
pessimist, but it must hold the field until 
it has been .controverted by the .Govern- 
ment's spokesmen. “Political “capital is 
“being made out of the figures, and news- 
papers that are hostile to the Government 
rant to know how long it is going te watch 
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the “American incubator.” The move- 
ment, of course, is not new; but 
never before has it assumed such pro- 
portions, and the problem of stemming it 
must receive immediate attention. In 
some quarters the blame is placed on 
America’s immigration policy. The rules 
under which the number of immigrants 
from European countries must not exceed 
a certain figure within a given time do 
not apply to Canadians. These rules agt 
harshly in individual cases, but they serve 
their purpose admirably. They prevent 
undue congestion in the American Labour 
market, and thus maintain wages and the 
standard of living at a high level. These 
conditions, naturally, attract ambitious 
young Canadians who are anxious to carve 
their way to fortune. Ottawa has been 
denuded of bricklayers, plasterers and 
house painters, and some trade g¢unions 
report that more than a third of their 
membership have gone to the States. 
Hundreds of families have moved South 
from Victoria, B.C., and the stream of 
emigrants from industrial centres like 
Amherst and Haliiax to the New England 
States is increasing daily. High wages 
cannot be the only magnet. Propaganda 
literature probably exerts a powerful 
influence. Certain publications which give 
highly-coloured descriptions of the attrac- 
tions of life in the United States have 
great circulations in Canada, and as a 
first step the Government might examine 
the conditions under which they are im- 
ported and distributed. The most serious 
aspect of the movement is that Canada’s 
losses. by emigration are not being made 
good by immigration. Figures for 1922 
show that the influx of population was 
even less than it. was during the war. 
Unemploymen{ has been reduced to a 
mmimum ; indeed, a conference which was 
called recently for the consideration of 
unemployment declared that there were 
no men out of work, and adjourned with- 
out transacting any business. In view of 
this state of affairs it is high time that 
Canada should follow the lead of Australia 
and New Zealand, and accept whole 
heartedly the plans of the Empire Settle- 
ment Committee. Britain has a surplus

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The Farmer’s Lot. 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture recently published some interest- 
ing post-war statistics on the subject of 
farming. They showsd that the average 
American farm is between one hundred 
and forty and one hundred and fifty 
acres in extent, and that the United 
States has altogether something like 
six million farmers. Allowing: five per 
cent. interest the capital invested 
in the land, the Department pro- 
ceeded to show that the farmer's average 
annual earnings during last year were 
considerably under five hundred dollars. 
as against the twelve hundred dollars that 
he paid his farm hands, and seventeen 
hundred dollars that he could have earned 
as a skilled artisan. It would be interest- 
ing to have the same figures íor British 
and Irish farmers. We hear much to-day 
of the prosperous Irish farmer, just as 
before the war much was heard of the 
prosperous English farmer. If the farmers 
were not prosperous, it was deemed to be 
because they lacked scientific training, or 
were old-fashioned; or had no business. to 
be farmers. Perhaps, after all, the 
prosperous farmer is a myth. Figures 
were recently published to show that out 
of £192 worth of stout (retail) the farmer 
who grew the barley gets about six pounds 
for grain that cost him more than nine to 
produce. This is the result of competition. 
It cannot last. One day the world farmer 
will revolt and say: “This is not good 
enough. Henceforth we will grow only 
enough for ourselves.” Then the world 
will starve, even as Russia starved. But 
the next generation farmérs will all 
be Tutankhamens in their own right.

WONDERFUL EXHIBITION OF 
BRITISH INDUSTRIES. 


The King and Queen spent two hours at 
the British Industries Fair, which opened at 
the White City, London, yesterday. 

Their Majesties made a careful inspection of 
the principal exhibits, and frequently ¢x- 
pressed their deligiit at what they saw. More 
than once the King drew comparisons between 
the present fair and that of last year very 
much in favour of this one. With the King 
and Queen were the Lady Ampthill (Lady-mc 
Waiting), the Earl of Bradford (Lord-in-Wait- 
ing), Sir Derek Keppel, Colonel Clive Wigram, 
and Major Seymour. 

Both Their Majesties were looking exceed- 
ingly well, and displayed considerable anims- 
tion. The Queen was wearing a brown mx- 
ture three-quarter coated costume, with furs 
and a small black toque trimmed with rainbow 
ribbon. Sir Phil Lloyd Greame, President of 
the Board of Trade: Sir William Joynson 
Hicks, of the rtment of Overseas Trade; 
Lord Apsley, and varions officials of the exhi- 
bition received the Royal party. | 

The fair is in the nature of an international 
gathering of business men, no fewer than 
50,000 buyers from overseas having been 
invited to attend. In addition upwards of 
over a quarter of a million British business 
men had had an invitation extended to them 
to be present. There are prospects, in fact, 
that it may be one of the most successiul of 
the fairs so far organised. 

The mass of exhibita is so vast that the fair 
may justly be referred to as “the shop window 
of Britain.’ About 800 firms have contributed 
to the success of the fair as exhibitors, and 
the number of articles on view total many 
millions. In spite of the enormous range of 
exhibits, there is nothing haphazard in their 
arrangement and display. All are grouped in 
definite sections according to the industries 
they represent, and the value of the exhibits 
ranges from 4 few pence hundreds of 
pounds.

Having gone over the seale at Mr. Carter's 
request with which the closing masonry in the 
doorways of Tutankhamen's tomb was thickly 
impressed, I had found in them convincing 
evidence that the King's sepulchre, but little 
disturbed, must lie behind the still unopened 
doorway. 

Nevertheless, it was an anforgetiable expe- 
rience to see Mr. Carter's hammer and chise! 
skilfully breaking away the sealed masonry 
filling up the inner doorway, and producing in 
@ quarter of an hour @ smail opening which 
revealed one corner of the imposing blue and 
gold cartouche containing the body of Tutan- 
khamen. 

There was no doubt about it, for there 
before us extending along the golden frieze 
was the King’s name. 

We were the first group of archwologists to 
look into the buriet chamber of a King’s 
tomb still remaining essentially as it had 
looked when the priests end Roys) officers 
closed it up 3,250 years ago.

SYMBOLIC SWANS. 


TESTERDAY’S SCENES AT THE 
TOMB.

Another gorgeous day; but once more a day 
of calm after the thrills and tomulte of yester- 
dav. The day ie being devoted to allowing 
representatives of the Press and other visitors 


to go into the tomb. 

None, howerer, is permitted to penetrate 
the new opening, as it was with considerable 
trepidation that Lord Carparron end Mr. 
Carter allowed so many persons, not all of the 
slimmert, to push through the narrow passage 
between the walls of the chamber and the 
outer tabernacle yesterday. 

Two or three of the least slender indeed did 
stick and needed help. 

Fortunately the tabernacle is admirably 
built ef wood, estimated at about en inth 
thick, and the old Egyptian a knew 
their business. Not every simtar structure 
built to-day would last three thousand years 
and stand much pushing at the end. 

To avoid risk of catastrophe, therefore, 
visitors now must content themselres with & 
view of what they can see from the outer 
chamber throngh a hole. 

Among the visitors from a distance who 
were admitted to the inner chamber vesterday 
was Mr. Machy, of New York. The day 
happened to be the twenty-seventh anniversaty 
of his wedding. He was so impressed wit 
what he saw that he immediately sent by tele- 
gram a gift of %27,000 (about £6,000) to the 
Metropolitan Museum of New York. 

Another visitor is said to have made a gilt 
to the Cairo Museum. These generosities are 
excellent, and show the inspiring influence of 
these discoveries.

With these is a black bituminised wooden 
figure of a swan, with a yellow bil], which 
was lying on the ground near the door of the 
first tabernacle. 

Though the significance of the swan is un- 
certain, some believe it was. supposed to 
render service to the deceased by accompany- 
ing or piloting him across the waters in the 
region of the dead. 

A similar swan was found by De Morgan 
some years ago, and was at the Cairo 
Museum.

An inquest took place yesterday afternoon 
at Tipperary Workhouse on Denis Lacey, de 
scribed as a Brigadier-General, who was killed 
by National troops in an encounter at Bally- 
david, Bansha, on Sunday morning last. 

Dr. Patrick Morrissey, District Coroner, 
conducted the inquiry. . , 

Mr. James F. D'Arcy, solicitor, appeared 
for the military ‘anthorities; Mr. Michael 
Tynane, solicitor, for the next-of-kin of Lacey, 
and Mr. R. Bb. Henston, solicitor, for the 
Association of Neutral Ex-Officers of the 
1.R.A. “in South Tipperary. 

Captain Hill conducted the proceedings on 
behalf of the military authorities. 

Captain James Shore, Tipperary, examined 
by Mr. D'Arcy, stated that on Sunday last 
he arrived at Ballydavid, shortly after 9 
o'clock. He heard some shooting about a 
quarter of a mile further down the road. They 
came to a Ford motor cer on the road. Two 
soldiers and himself, with a Lewis gan, 
entered the car, and proceeded to where the 
firing was in progress. During this time 
there was continuous firing. It seemed to 
be an exchange of shots. He knew by the 
firing that there were not big numbers en- 
gaged. 

When nearing the scene of the firing they 
pulled up the car on the road, and located the 
house where the firing was going on. They 
then walked up the road, and one of the men 
who was with him had his rifle broken in 
his hand by a shot Yired from 
honse, which was about one hundred vards 
from the road. He crdered the man in charge 
of the Lewis gun to play upon the top window, 
from which firing was proceeding. He had 
played the gunn íor abont two seconds when 
he was ordered to cease.

Save for one rather low-keved speech last 
session, Mr. Lioyd Georze had been almost 
silent.

Mr. Lloyd George then proposed that 
the matter should be referred to the League 
of Nations, but the French would not listen 
to that proposal. If they would not listen 
to the proposal then, was it the least hkely 
that they woald listen now? 


AMERICAN INTERVENTION. 


The real point was whether or not inver- 
vention would be useful now. It was said 
that the Government was drifting in this 
matter. If that meant that the Government 
at this moment had no policy in regard to 
the question that they could put into effective 
operation, then they were drifting, because, 
in the Government's view, it was as certain 
as anything in the wogid that a: proposal 
of this bind would be turned down 
at once by the French Government. That 
would make the position worse and not 
better. {Cheers.} It wonld be considered by 
our French friends as an utterly. hostile. act 
to make this suggestion. He desired to ste 
the League stronger. . This would have the 
inevitable effect of leaving the League 
weeker. One thing that surprised: him im the 
amendment was t reference to. America. 
Where did hon. members get evidence of the 
willingness of the United States ? Everything 
they had said had gone directly counter to 
it. There was no word spoken any mem- 
ber of the American Government which 
suggested that it was willing to intervene in

Prince Louis Resigns. 

[ was therefore not surprised when, towards 
the end of October, Prince Louie asked to be 
relieved of his burden. The uncomplaining 
dignity with which he made this sacrifice and 
accepted self-effacement as a requital for the 

reat and faithful service he had rendered 

the British nation and to the Royal Navy 
Was worthy of a sailor and a Prince. I had 
bow to look for a successor, and my mind 
had already turned in one direction, and in 
@ne direction alone. 

Lord Fisher used to come from time to time 
to the Admiralty, and I watched him narrowly 
to judge his physical strength and mental 
alertness There seemed no doubt about 
either. On one occasion, when inveighing 
against,someone whom he thought obstructive. 
he became so convulsed with fury that it 
seemed that every nerve and blood vessel 
in his body would be ruptured. 


Lord Fisher Returns. 


However, they stood the strain magnifi- 
cently, and he leít me with the impression of 
a terrific engine of mental and physical power 
burning and throbbing in that aged feame. I 
was never in the least afraid of working with 
him, and I thought I knew him so well, and 
had held the upper hand so long, that we 
could come through any difficulty together. 

[ therefore sounded him in conversation 
without committing myself, and soon saw that 
he was fiercely eager to lay his grasp on 
power, and was strongly inspired with. the 
sense of a message to deliver and a mission 
to perform. I therefore determined to act 
without delay. 

I sought the Prime Minister and submitted 
to him the arguments which led me to the 
conclusion that Fisher should return, and 
that I could work with no one else. I also 
spoke of Sir Arthur Wilson as his principal 
coadjutor. 

I was well aware that there would be 
strong natural and legitimate opposition in 
many quarters to the appointment of Lord 
Fisher, but having formed my own conviction 
I was determined not to remain at the Ad 
miralty unless I could do justice to it. So 
in the end, for good or for ill, I had my way. 


Originality at 74. 
to recall Lord Fisher to the 
Admiralty was very important. He was, as 
hu been here contended, the most dig- 
guished British naval officer since Nelson 
The originality of his mind and the spontaneity 
of his nature freed him from conventionalities 
of all kinds. His genius wag deep and true 
Above all, he was in harmony with he vast 
size of events. Like them, he was built apor 
e titanic scale. 

Sut he was 74 veare of age Az in a great 
which has long concended with time, 
the mightv central] maas cf ibe Donjon towered 
up intact and seemingly everlasting. But 
the outworks and the battlements had fallen 
away, and its imperious raler dwelt only in 
the special apartments and corridors with 
which he had a lifelong familiarity. 

Had he and his comrade, Sir Arthur Wil- 
son, been born ten vears later, the British 
naval direction at the outbreak of the Great 
War would have reached its highest state of 
perfection, both at the Admiralty and afloat. 


Like the Poet Blake. 


The new figures which she etrnggle was 

ducing—Beatty, Keyes, Tyrwhitt—had not 

t attained the authority which would have 
made them acceptable to the Navy in the 
highest situations Fisher and Wilson had 
outlived their contemporaries and towered 
above the naval generation which had followed 
them. 

It was to these two 
weather-beaten sea-dogs, who for more than 
half a century had braved the battle and 
the breeze, and were Captains afloat when I 
Was In my cradle, that the professional con 
duct of the naval war was now to be confided. 

Lord Fisher's age and the great strain to 
which he was now to be subjected made it 
necessary for him to lead a very careful life. 
He usually retired to rest shortly after eight 
o'clock, awakening refreshed between four and 
live, or even earlier. In these morning hours 
he gave his greatest effort, transacting an im- 
mense quantity of business, writing tnnumer- 
able letters, and forming his resolutions for 
the day. 

Indeed his methods corresponded closely to 
‘he maxims of the poet Blake: “Think in the 
mormng; act th the noon; eat in the even- 
ing; sleep in the night.” But I never heard 
him use this quotation. As the afternoon ap 
proached the formidable energy of the morn. 
ing gradually declined, and with the shades of 
night the old Admiral’s giant strength was 
Often visibly exhausted. 


Altered Routine. 


Still, jadged from the point of view of 
physical and mental vigour alone, it was a 
wonderful effort, and one which filled me, who 
Fm gs him se closely, with admiration and, 

áir add, reassurance. | 
altered my routine somewhat to fit in 
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with that of the First Sea Lord. I slept usu- 
ally an hour later in the morning, being 
called at eight instead of seven, and I slept 
again, if possible, for an hour after luncheon, 
This enabled me to work continuously till one 
or two in the morning without feeling in any 
way. fatigued. 

We thus constituted an almost unsléeping 
watch throughout the day and night, In tact, 
as Fisher put it, “very nearly a perpetual 
clock.” Telegrams came in at the Admiralty 
at all hours of the day and night, and there 
was scarcely an hour when an immediate deci- 
gion could not be given, if necessary, without 
arousing either of us from slumber. 

This arrangement was aleo convenient from 
the point of view of business. The First Lowi 
completed everything with which he was con- 
cerned before going to bed. and three hours 
later the First Sea Lord addressed himself to 
the whole budget, and I awaking at eight, 
received his dawn output. I had not pre- 
viously seen the pulse of the Admiralty beat 
so strong and regular.
